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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants, Remarks filed February 16, 2005, have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicants argue in essence that Weinshall's Section 2.1 (Prior art of record 
author, and the instant invention co-inventor) does not reference cameras, camera 
images, and obtaining such images from a pair of cameras so that they are common to 
the reference plane. 

The Examiner disagrees and indicates that Weinshall clearly disclose utilizing 
two cameras, camera images and a common reference plane for camera images (Page 
209, last Paragraph extending to Page 210; Page 210, Section 2 discloses one 
common Reference Plane n\ Section 2.1, planar surface n (Reference Plane); Section 
2.3, two cameras, Camera T and Camera "s"). 

It is further submitted that 3D reconstruction and determining unknown points in 
space using two cameras and four coplanar points are not patentable and is well known 
in the art as further disclosed in other prior arts provided by the Applicants (Zhang et al. 
and Azarbayejani et al.).
